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Other F ace of Juvenile Justice 


Downey Side means 
homes for homeless 
children. The concept that 
makes Downey Side a unique 
experience in the United 
States is bringing per¬ 
manence of family and 
community acceptance into 
the lives of teenage children 
in trouble - the “expendable 
children” who are primarily 
the concern of our courts and 
social welfare agencies. 

Downey Side was founded 
in 1967 by the Rev. Paul 
Engel, now its executive 
director, as a non-sectarian, 
non-profit program to 
provide homes to troubled 
youth on a permanent basis. 
It grew out of a research 
study Rev. Engel made in 
1967 while performing 
volunteer services in the 
county jails in the 
Springfield area. The study 
showed that an over¬ 
whelming majority of the 
inmates were youngsters 
under 21 from broken homes. 

“Every family in the 
country is responsible for the 
homeless children in their 
proximity,” said Rev. Engel 
in a recent interview with 
Arthur Zegart, a producer,, 
during the filming of the 
documentary for the ABC 
News “Directions” program 
which will be broadcast on 
the ABC Television Network 
on Sunday, Dec. 15, at 1 p.m. 
“We felt that if we were 
going to help youngsters, we 
would have to involve the 
community and give the 
homeless kid a family. 
Every human being has to be 
part of some community, a 
part of people’s lives. So we 
started with a two pronged 
approach - one, to get a 
family for a youngster and 
the family to accept that 
youngster; two, a com¬ 
munity to accept the family 
and support that family. We 
think it works. There are 
now 17 Downey Side families 
in communities in Western 
Mass.” 

Homeless Youth 

A typical Downey Side 
homes welcomes up to six 
homeless adolescents bet¬ 
ween the ages of 12 and 16 
within the course of a year. 
At the end of that time, in¬ 
take of children for that 
family is closed. These teen¬ 
agers have a wide spectrum 
of problems in their 
backgrounds, and are 
referred to Downey Side 
generally through social 
agencies and the courts — 
but one factor is common to 
all of them — broken homes. 

Each Downey Side home is 
the responsibility of local 
people in a community who 
want such a home to be 
located there. An advisory 
board is formed of men and 
women with a variety of 
vocations and professional 


backgrounds who have roots c 
in the community, including g 
concerned clergy, and they f 
oversee the development of ^ 
the home from the outset, c 
Together, with broad par- t 
ticipation from all levels of v 
community, including high t 
school children, they raise 1 
funds for the purchase of the t 
home and renovate and p 
refurbish it. Most of the c 
labor is voluntary and much \ 
of the materials and fur- J 
nishings are donated. They s 
do “missionary work” with s 
the neighbors to provide a c 
climate of welcome and 
support for the incoming 
Downey Side house parents 
and their new family. 

State Assistance 
The state of 

Massachusetts contributes 
the support and allowances 
it would normally provide a 
youngster under the care of 
its social welfare agencies or 
the jurisdiction of its courts 
and juvenile justice system. 

Good house parents are 
basic to the success of 
Downey Side homes. They 
must have been married at 
least three to five years and 
have established themselves 
in their own community. 
They must enjoy working 
with adolescent children, 
and be willing to begin a 
new life in a new community 
in a new home with up to six 
youngsters they have never 
seen before, but who will 
become their family for life. 

It is, above everything else, 
a moral commitment, but 
since its founding, there is 
only one case in the Downey 
Side records of a couple 
leaving the program. 

House Parents 
For the first two or three 
years, the house parents 
receive a modest income 
subsidy as partial com¬ 
pensation for giving up their 
own jobs so they can live 
with the children full time 
and respond to their 
problems. Later, when the 
family has achieved some 
stability, the parents can 
return to their own 
vocations, and by this time, 
usually, most of the teen¬ 
agers have grown and 
matured sufficiently to leave 
the family and go out on 
their own. 

Mary and Joseph 
Nicholson now have a family 
of four remaining teenage 
boys together with their own 
two natural daughters at 
their Downey Side home at 
96 Calhoun St., Springfield. 
In the ABC documentary 
about Downey Side, Mary 
Nicholson said, “When the 
kid is able to go straight - 
able to go back into the 
mainstream - able to stand 
on his own two feet again - 
this is your reward. This is 
your payment. And these are 


our rewards - to see the kids 
grow this way. And they do 
feel like our own kids now. 
You know, for somebody to 
come in and snatch one of 
these kids out of here, they 
would really have to fight us 
tooth and nail all the way. 
They feel like our own kids, 
but it had to grow to that 
point.” Mary Nicholson is 
describing the youngsters 
who came into her Downey 
Side home as hostile 
strangers - her story is the 
story of Downey Side - a new 
chance for adolescent 


children in trouble. 

Seventeen Families 
There are now 17 Downey 
Side families in Western 
Massachusetts, located in 
Springfield, Pittsfield, 
Holyoke, South Hadley, 
Greenfield, West 
Springfield, and a home in 
Chicopee which has just 
been completed and is 
awaiting house parents and 
children. There are also 
Downey Side home 
programs starting in 
Westfield, East 
Longmeadow, as well as in 


several other communities 
in the area. 

“Downey Side - The Other 
Face of Juvenile Justice” 
was filmed in Springfield, 
South Hadley, and Chicopee 
and features the experiences 
of James and Nancy Waddell 
with their teenage girls in 
South Hadley, and Joe and 
Mary Nicholson and their 
family of teenage boys in 
Springfield, Mass. 

The half-hour documen¬ 
tary was produced, written 
and directed by Arthur 
Zegart for “Directions”, a 


public affairs presentation of 
ABC News, ih cooperation 
with the National Council of 
Churches. 

The program will be 
broadcast nationally on the 
ABC television network on 
Sunday, Dec. 15 at l p.m. 


The Downey Side story 
will be featured on ABC 
television on Sunday, Dee 
15, at 1 p.m. It will be a 
documentary for the ABC 
News '‘Directions 
program.
